negie mansion in upper Fifth Avenue 
desirous of catching a glimpse of the 
heiress to the Carnegie millions and 
the young naval ensign who has won 
her heart and hand. 
The two young people who are to 
be wedded next Tuesday are inter­ 
esting, chiefly because of their great 
wealth, and further because of the 
fact that the bridegroom-to-be will in 
the course of time become master of 
one of the greatest fortunes in Amer­ 
ica, providing that Mr. Carnegie does 
not give away his remaining millions 
to avoid the “disgrace” of dying rich. 
Miss Margeret Carnegie, the bride- 
elect, Is the 
only child 
of Andrew 
Carnegie, the 
Scotch 
emigrant 
lad 
who landed in 
Pittsburgh virtually 
penniless and when still in the prime 
of life was able to retire With one of 
the largest 
personal 
fortunes 
in 
America, as a result of his faith in 
the future of the iron and steel in­ 
dustries. 
An heiress to the many millions of 
her father, as well as a young person 
of much wealth 
in her own 
rig h t,' 
Miss Carnegie has had little concern 
with society and 
is known 
better 
among her friends as a worker for 
varying 
civic 
and 
philanthropies 
causes. 
The "ironm aster’s” purpose, I 
it is said, was always to bring up his 
only daughter 
as a straightforward, 
genuine, 
unspoiled 
American 
girl. 
Those who know the youthful bride- 
to-be declare that he succeeded as 
few fathers with millions ever suc­ 
ceeded in training their children. 
Miss Carnegie has just passed her 
22d birthday. 
At the age of 19 she 
made her formal debut at a reception 
given at the Carnegie mansion. But . 
she has never taken the slightest in-i 
terest in the doings of what is term-j 
ed “high society."

women of 
her own ago, nearly all of them girls; 
whose acquaintance she made while 
attending Miss Spence’s School in

movements and for two years before 
her graduation she held the position 
of vice president of the Armstrong 
League, an organization which has

Tho new nation (?) of Jugo-Slavia 
in much interested in what Im to bo 
done as to granting their demands 
for territory, and 
consequently the 
various component part* of th* 
s in 
unorganized country are sending do- 
l e g a t e to the peace ctmten-nce, iii 
tho hope that the allied nation’! xvi I 
recognize a nation without national 
ty and without a government. 
Naturally 
Borne 
of 
th*- 
Eaten* e 
powers arc not willing to accept such 
an unorganized group as repro en ting 
a real nationality, and it seems now 
that the constituency of the new no­ 
tion depends in no small degree upon 
what territory is given Jugo-Slavia. 
Italy Is naturally most Interested of 
all the allied nations In the preten­ 
sions of the JugoSlavians. 
The Slav­ 
onians and Croats, who were among 
the most loyal of the Austrians until 
the 
armistice 
was signed 
between 
Austria and Italy, are in no sense of 
the 
word 
friends 
to Italy. 
Serbia 
owes much to Italy, but so far baa 
demonstrated 
no gratitude and 
but 
little desire to be friendly in futui** 
Croatia, Slavonia an I Serbia have 
all sent delegates to Paris, but so far 
there Is no indication that the-e de- 
egates will be recognized by the new 
republic 
which 
Is 
in 
process 
of 
formation 
Since the arrival of the 
Serbian delegate in Paris, the Serbs 
have thrown off all allegiance to the 
old 
monarchy 
and 
have 
declared 
themselves a republic. 
Serbia has been a nation for many 
years, recognized as such even by the 
Austrians who were determined 
to 
subdue tho Serbs and reduce them le­ 
the same subjection as the Croat - 
and 
Slavonians. 
But 
Croatia 
has 
never had her independence, and now 
when the time conies to recognize tho 
rights of the lesser nation-, Croatia 
has no nationality, no capital and no 
separate race individuality
